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Benson program 
would hurt lowa 


Proposed program would mean lower income 


for those farmers who feed their own grain 


YI ASENGTON, D. C.—Farm 

price goals of the Eisen- 
hower administration were 
spelled out recently in Secretary 
Benson’s report to Congress on 
“possible methods of improving 
the feed-grain program.” 

Benson explored several pos- 
sible feed grain programs. But 
he came up with a recommenda- 
tion that would—over the long 
pull—provide feed grain prices 
at an average of around 65 per- 
cent of parity 

Benson would eliminate acre- 
age allotments on corn, putting 
them in the same class in this 
respect as the other feed grains. 
He says allotments have not 
worked. 

The Secretary would take corn 
out of the “basic” crop category 
that includes wheat, rice, cot- 
ton, tobacco and peanuts. That 
is, he would drop corn from the 
75 to 90 percent of parity price 
range requiring boosts in sup- 
ports when supplies decline. In- 
stead, he wants to set supports 
as he sees fit between zero and 
90 percent or, if Congress in- 
sisted, 60 and 90 percent.

“It is apparent,” Benson 
added, ‘that this is the direction 
toward which most corn produc- 
ers would prefer to go. The evi- 
dence is convincing that we 
should move in the direction of 
more freedom for our farmers 
to produce, unfettered by allot- 
ments determined by rigid con- 
trols.” 

He forecast that the effects 
of his suggested feed grain pro- 
gram on livestock producers’ in- 
come would vary somewhat be- 
tween those who produce and 
those who buy most of their 
feed. 


It is likely that the income 
from livestock enterprises 
would be reduced somewhat 
for farmers who feed their 
own grain. But for livestock 
producers who purchase 
grain for feed, incomes 
would likely not be greatly 
different, as lower feed 
costs and increased volume 
would tend to offset reduced 
prices of livestock. 


“Total cash receipts from poul- 
try would fall slightly,” the Ben- 


son report added. “If dairy sup- 
ports were lowered, dairy in- 


comes would decrease.” 

Other possible programs out- 
lined by Benson include: 

A program that would estab- 
lish a total acreage allotment for 
all feed grains, compliance with 
which would be a requirement 
for price supports. 

A program of direct payments 
to growers on an allotted share 
of production of feed grains. 

A long-range soil bank pro- 
gram directly aimed at feed 
grains. 

Purchase of land by the gov- 
ernment to retire it from agri- 
cultural use. 

Conservation land use aimed 
at shifting specific types of land 
areas out of tilled crops into con- 
servation uses. 

A government-assisted price 
insurance program with produc- 
ers paying premiums.

The national farm organiza- 
tions did not express enthusiasm 
for the plan. The National 
Grange said it offered ‘very lit- 
tle” in the way of actual price 
support. The National Farmers 
Union expressed sharp opposi- 
tion. The American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation said it had 
“some merit.”

Some USDA officials think the 
new soil bank acreage reserve 
rules for 1958 will limit its ef- 
fectiveness. Funds have been re- 
duced from $600 million to $500 
million. 


Payments to individual farm 
operators will be limited to $3,- 
000. A plan to set up soil bank 
base acreages is also being con- 
sidered. It would limit a farmer’s 
harvested acreage to his base 
acreage allotment minus any 
land retired under either the 
acreage or conservation reserve. 

To get worthwhile participa- 
tion under tighter rules, pay- 
ments would have to be in- 
creased considerably.

The appointment of Don Paarl- 
berg as assistant secretary of 
agriculture failed to strike any 
enthusiasm in farm circles criti- 
cal of administration farm pol- 
icies. 

Paarlberg is a foremost pro- 
ponent in the department of the 
idea that price supports should 
not be used to determine prices, 
but should be used only as a 
base or floor that would pre- 
vent collapse of prices and mar- 
kets.

The soil bank program has 
done what officials consider to 
be a creditable job in reducing 
the acreage of corn. This year’s 
corn acreage at 72,289,000 acres 
is down about 7,200,000 from 
1955, the year before the pro- 
gram was inaugurated. It also is 
down about 3,700,000 acres from 
last year. 

Under the program, farmers 
in the designated commercial 
area had signed agreements to 
retire 5,235,000 acres this year 
for payments of $196 million.

HAT will you get for light hogs next month? And in 
December? How much of a drop between the two 
months? 
The Wallace-Homestead Poll asked Iowa farm operators 
about what they expected in September and December. 
Over 80 percent looked for a price in the $15-18 
range next month. And 77 percent expected a price in 
the $13-16 range in December. 
That means most folks expect a little better than a two- 
dollar drop from September to December. 
Here is the September guess: 
“What do you expect 200-220 pound hogs will bring at 
your local shipping point in September?” 
Farm operators answered: 


September prices 


$18 
$19 
$20 
$21 


Everybody expects a drop by December. The average 
guess is for a drop of around two dollars from September to 
December. 

But there are a few hopeful farmers who talk about $20 
hogs in December. And many more pessimistic ones who 
expected a price of $13 or less. 

Here is the Iowa farm guess on 200-220 pound hog prices 
in December:

If light hog prices are around $14 in Iowa next December, 
how would that affect farmer intentions to have sows bred 
for spring litters? If free corn sold at a dollar a bushel, hogs 
would still look profitable and there would probably be a 
slight increase in spring pigs in 1958. 

If the men who guess $16 hogs in December are right, 
there might be a much bigger push to raise spring pigs.

UNNING a farm is a big job by itself. 

But more and more farmers—and 
their wives—are taking on a second job 
too. 

Look around your own neighborhood. 
Jack Smith has taken a job in a town 
thirty miles away. He does his farming 
week-ends. 

Mrs. Henry Brown has gone back to 
teaching school. The oldest girl gets the 
meals and keeps the house clean—after 
a fashion. 

In Iowa, in 1954, 11 percent of Iowa’s 
farm operators worked off the farm 100 
days or more. Nobody knows what the 
percentage is now. But it’s higher. 

Look at Ohio. There, in 1954, 37 per- 
cent of the farm operators worked 100 
days or more off the farm. In Ohio, a lot

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of farmers were dual-purpose animals— 
part town worker and part farmer. 

What causes this shift to town jobs? 
Several things: 


1. Small farms that don’t provide 
an adequate income. 

2. Town jobs within easy driving 
distance. 

3. Drop in farm income. 

4. Drouth, hail or other weather 
disaster. 


In 1954, when the census figures were 
taken, the biggest push for town jobs 
came in areas where there were many 
small, low-income farms and where fac- 
tories were handy. 

The farmers in the Tennessee valley 
came out of the hills when TVA power 
lured more factories into that area. Dur- 
ing the war, plants along the Mississippi 
in Iowa, Illinois and Missouri pulled small 
farmers on rough land into 
town jobs. 

Then came the drop in farm 
income and—in many places 
—the drouth. 

Up in Webster county, Iowa, 
there’s a 280-acre farm that 
furnishes an example. Good 
land and a big enough farm. 
But hail and hog cholera 
pulled down the farmer’s in- 
come. He’s got a job in Fort 
Dodge. 

North of him a few miles 
is a young farmer who rents 
a quarter section. He has a 
town job too. Puts in crops 
after hours. 

A few miles away is a farm 
woman who leaves her two- 
year old son with his father 
and drives 15 miles for night 
duty as a registered nurse at 
Mercy hospital at Fort Dodge. 

Drouth damaged their crops 
two out of the last three years. 
Outside income was needed. 

Up in Pocahontas county, 
the mother of eight children 
has a job at the county seat. The tenth- 
grade daughter does the cooking. The 
father rents 200 acres, but the drouth 
last year wiped out most of his crops. 

Some of these folks will be put back on 
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the farm full time by a good crop year. 
Some won’t. 

Iowa, so far, has fewer of these two- 
job farmers than many other states. In 
1954, Missouri had 26 percent of its 
operators who put in 100 days or more off 
the farm. Illinois had 19 percent in this 
class. 

But even in Iowa, in 1954, Wapello 
county—with Ottumwa as the job center 
—had 31 percent of its operators who 
worked 100 days or more off the farm. 
Polk, Linn, Appanoose, Lee, Warren and 
Black Hawk counties each had 20 percent 
or more of their farmers in this class. 

What about the folks shown in the pic- 
tures on this page? 

Jack Buel of Jones county is doing a 
lot of farming in addition to his half-time 
job at the lumber yard. He has 20 milk 
cows and has ten sows producing pigs each 
spring and fall. 

How does he manage? He gives credit 
to his 13 and nine-year-old boys, and to 
his father-in-law who lives across the road 
and who helps out. 

John Roberts of Linn county rents 120 
acres and has been farming since 1954. 
His work of driving a fuel oil truck is 
lighter in summer than in winter. So it 
fits in with farming. His father, retired, 
helps in rush times. 


How many farmers will have two 
jobs by 1960? Those driven to a town 
job by drouth may be back on the 
farm full time. Those now hurt by 
low prices may find better markets 
by that time and concentrate on 
farming again. 


But a good many may cut down the 
size of their farm operations and stay by 
the town job. Young farmers on small 
farms are especially apt to do this. 

Unfortunately some of these folks are 
now working much too hard. You can’t 
work a 40-hour week in town and then 
put in another 40-hour week on the farm 
without damage to the human machine. 

Some will meet this problem by giving 
up the farm entirely and moving to town. 
Some will get rid of livestock and raise 
crops only. Some have a wife and boys 
who can handle part of the farm job. 

It’s a new and growing farm problem. 
What is the future of the two-job man? 
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Big, cold 


watermelons and a freckle- 
faced boy are a winning com- 
bination on a hot August day. 


let's Work Together 


THE ARTICLE on page 14 carries a valu- 
able message. Food producers can help 
themselves a lot by banding together and 
adhering to a set of self-imposed rules. 

Too many of the livestock products that 
leave the farm are produced haphazardly. 
Mediocre products find only mediocre 
markets. 

Today’s housewife, walking down the 
aisles of a well-stocked supermarket, can 
be pretty choosy about what she buys. A 
steadily increasing number are looking 
for top quality fruits, eggs, meats, and 
vegetables—regardless of price. 

If farm people don’t rise to the need, 
and meet these demands cooperatively, 
outside forces will very likely come in 
and do the job for us. 

Contract farming is booming in some 
parts of the country. The intense need 
for sources of a steady supply of uniform- 
ly high quality products is one of the 
factors spurring its growth. 


Enjoy Yourself 


EVER GET DISCOURAGED with your 
lot as a farm operator? You're unusual 
indeed if you haven’t wished you had 
become a lawyer or salesman or truck 
driver at one time or another. 

Farm incomes run below those of our 
city friends. But recently a psychologist 
came up with some ideas that seem to 
explain why so many folks prefer to stay 
on the farm in spite of the long hours and 
low pay. 

He says psychological income during a 
lifetime is much more important than 
cash income. If you enjoy your work, and 
feel at the end of each day that you’ve ac- 
complished something worthwhile, these 
satisfactions are worth many thousands 
of dollars a year. 

Fewer than one percent of us will ever 
get rich. Even those who do usually find 
it’s a hollow victory. Expenses always 
tend to go up faster than income, and the 
nightmare of chasing your tail gets more 
and more nerve-wracking. 

If you enjoy your work and your home 
and your surroundings, you are in a 
mental position to cope with a lot of 
worldly problems and frustrations. 

So when the pressure of farm worries 
gets severe, relax a little. Reap all the 
pleasure you can from day to day accom- 
plishments such as getting the weeds cut 
or the hay in the barn.

: ACP Foulup 


USDA OFFICIALS almost suc- 
ceeded in nipping off more than 
half the benefits of the ACP program. 

A memo from Assistant Secretary 
Peterson would have eliminated cost-shar- 
ing on nine popular practices. But Con- 
gress over-ruied the action in its 1958 
appropriations bill. 

The Congressional report directs USDA 
to make no changes that would stiffen 
eligibility requirements or delete cost- 
sharing practices in the 1958 ACP pro- 
gram. 

Most of the practices USDA wanted to 
eliminate are those that tend to increase 
production rather quickly. They included 
most of the soil treatment and drainage 
provisions. 

Many of the ACP practices do tend to 
nullify the effects of government pro- 


grams aimed at cutting production. It 
would be better if more of the money 
could be used to encourage retirement of 
run-down land into the conservation re- 
serve. 

But until a way is found to put the 
money to more effective use in solving 
farm problems, let’s keep present benefits 
available to those who can make good use 
of them. 


Ames University? 


A MOVE IS on to upgrade the name of 
Iowa State College from college to uni- 
versity. Actually it has been a university 
for many years. 

Other states have made similar changes 
in the names of their colleges in recent 
years. If it carries more prestige to 
graduate from a university, let’s give our 
youths this advantage! 


Rising Marketing Costs 


T’S NO NEWS to farm people that agri- 
cultural incomes haven't kept pace 
with other segments of the economy. But 
we need to look beyond lowered price 
supports and farm surpluses to find all 
the reasons. 


Several farm groups recently sum- 
marized the situation for a House 
subcommittee investigating costs of 
distribution. They uncovered some 
mighty potent figures. 


For many years, consumers have been 
willing to spend about one-fourth of their 
take-home pay for food. Surprising as it 
may seem, they’ve kept right on spending 
about this same proportion in recent 
years. 

Incomes have gone up steadily (out- 
side of agriculture). This means that more 
and more total money is spent for food 
each year, in spite of lower food prices 
at the farm level. : 

Where has it gone? Nearly all the dif- 
ference has gone to pay for higher mar- 
keting margins. 

Between June, 1948, and February, 
1957, the returns to the farmer from the 
standard market basket dropped $116, or 
about 23 percent. 


Of this $116 in lower food costs, 
the consumer got only $1 in lower re- 
tail prices. The other $115 was ab- 
sorbed by handlers and processors, 
according to the report made by the 
National Council of Farmer Coopera- 
tives. 


What was the $115 in added margins 
used for? 
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Of course it was split many ways. But 
the biggest chunk, nearly half, went for 
higher labor costs. Direct costs for labor 
increased 34% times between 1940 and 
1855. Hidden labor costs paid in pur- 
chased supplies and transportation took 
another bite. 

Profits of the marketing agencies went 
up four times in the same period. Yet this 
accounted for only 6 percent of the in- 
creased marketing costs. Miscellaneous 
costs, which no doubt include a lot of 
packaging materials, took about a third 
of the $115. Most of the remainder went 
to pay higher taxes. 

But who profited the most from this 
easy money taken from farmers’ pockets? 
Actually it was the consumer. 

True, part of the $115 went to pay 
higher corporate profits, higher wages to 
workers, and higher taxes. But the big- 
gest part of it went to pay the cost of 
extra labor and materials used to provide 
more built-in maid service for home- 
makers. 


So the net result is, consumers 
have gotten higher quality foods, 
processed and packaged better, along 
with more service from retailers. And 
they’ve gotten it without increasing 
the portion of their income they 
spend for food items. 


Multiplied by 47.5 million households, 
the $115 shift of income per household 
from farmers to processors comes to about 
$5.5 billion. This is pretty close to the $6 
billion drop in net farm income that oc- 
curred during the same 8 years—1948 
to 1956. 
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New Fatm Group 


A POWERFUL new farm organization 
may grow out of a meeting to be held in 
Washington next week. Representatives 
from around 25 farm commodity organiza- 
tions are expected to attend. 

The new group will be called the Na- 
tional Association of Commodity Organ- 
izations. Specific policies will be worked 
out at the meeting. One thing is certain 
—they will push for a commodity-by-com- 
modity approach in solving farm prob- 
lems. 

Organizers of the new association be- 
lieve they have a common denominator in 
their interests in a single commodity. 
They have been unhappy with the lack 
of agreement among the three general 
farm organizations on farm policy. 

Plans are to try and find a workable 
program for each commodity, acceptable 
to the majority of the producers of that 
commodity. Once that’s accomplished, 
they hope to unite and use their strength 
to influence Congress. 

At least some of the groups have agreed 
to work on the development of a self-help 
plan. Producers would finance their own 
industry-wide program for farmer-control 
over production, research, advertising and 
market development. 

There is one good excuse for a new 
farm political organization. Farmers Un- 
ion, the Grange, and Farm Bureau are 
hopelessly split on issues vital to the 
security of farm people. 

The commodity approach of the new 
group is closest to the policy of the Na- 
tional Grange. But the combination of 
commodity organizations has decided 
against a close affiliation with any of the 
national farm organizations.

Around 68 percent of the electrification 
loans made last year were for “heavying 
up” facilities to provide more power for 
farms. 


.. . ABOUT 1% ACRES out of each 10 
are now producing crops for export. Agri- 
cultural exports were at an all-time high 
during the year ending June 30. About 
$4.5 billion worth of farm products were 
shipped out of the country during the 
fiscal year, compared with $4.1 billion 
in 1951-52, the previous record year.

Then when we get a 
sodden day, with showers and a sky of 
gray, this same bird hollers louder yet 
because his brow and shirt are wet. 
“The heat,” he says, “don’t bother me, 
it’s this consarned humidity.” 

The trouble with these suff’ring 
gents is just that they don’t have much 
sense; they violate ’most ev’ry rule for 
keeping calm and staying cool. When 
temper’tures start climbing high, it’s 
silly for a man to try to keep on doing 
evrything he did back in the cool of 
spring. I never suffer from the heat, 
I’ve got the August weather beat. It’s 
simple; all you have to do is take your 
chair or hammock to a place where 
there’s a bit of shade, supply yourself 
with lemonade, and leave all work to 
other men ‘til weather’s moderate 
again. 
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. . . FOURTEEN STATES, including Illi- 
nois and Wisconsin, have now outlawed 
the use of live hog cholera virus. Cur- 
rently, Iowa producers use live virus for 
about a fourth of their cholera vaccina- 
tions. Veterinarians say the costly dis- 
ease can never be wiped out as long as 
virulent virus is used. It also hurts our 
pork export business. 


. . « GRASS ROOTS had pushed 30 tons 
of organic matter into an acre of soil in 
southern Illinois. Experiment station 
workers, dug, washed, oven-dried, and 
then weighed fescue root samplings to get 
this information. No wonder grasses are 
such wonderful tilth-improvers. What 
better way can you find to mix valuable 
organic matter with your soil? 


. . . HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN OFFICIALS 
now plan to keep on file a list of animals 
with hidden undesirable characteristics. 
It is a noteworthy step for a breed asso- 
ciation to take, and one that will speed 
the weeding out of undesirable recessives. 
Included in the association’s list of re- 
cessives are red color, prolonged gesta- 
tion, hairless calves, defective skin, 
muscle contracture, mule-foot and dwarf- 
ism. Most of these defects cause death 
in a short time. 


... THE DRUG INDUSTRY spends 
about five percent of its sales income for 
research—more than any other industry 
except electronics. Even one percent of 
farm sales spent to find new uses for agri- 
cultural products might work wonders 
in finding a market for our surpluses. 


. . . PENICILLIN MASTITIS ointments 
have come, under strict government con- 
trol. The Food and Drug Administration 
now limits doses to 100,000 units. Altho 
scientists say that 25,000 units will do the 
job, some commercial preparations con- 
tained doses as high as 500,000 units. 
Also, milk must not be used for human 
consumption within 72 hours after the 
last treatment for mastitis. FDA has not 
put a ceiling limit on other antibiotic 
ointments.

Better prices 


for eggs 


GG PRODUCERS in Mitchell county, 
lowa, have banded together to get a 
better market for their eggs. They’re get- 
ting three to four cents a dozen above the 
average local price for large grade A eggs. 
How can a small group of 24 produc- 
ers get more money for their eggs? For 
one thing, they’re producing AA grade 
eggs. “And when a group of egg produc- 
ers band together, they have a better 
bargaining position in the market place,” 
says Marvin Rovang, Farm Bureau field- 
man for Mitchell county. 

After reviewing the rapid changes tak- 
ing place in egg production and market- 
ing, the producers organized the Farm 
Bureau Quality Egg Association. 

Jerry Michels, member of the associa- 
tion board of directors, sums up the rea- 
son for the organization this way, “We 
want to keep control of egg production on 
our farms, and have some bargaining 
power at the market.” 





Local buyers are handling the top- 
quality eggs. Prices paid are agreed 
upon between the buyer and the asso- 
ciation. 


To become a member of the association, 
a producer must sign an agreement. He 
agrees to follow a specific program of 
recommended egg quality control prac- 
tices. They are: 

1. Confine birds at all times. (House 

birds as soon as they begin to lay.) 

2. Use uniform feeding program. 

(Choose your own feed.) 

3. Keep an all pullet flock. (Dispose of 

birds by 17 months.) 

4. Gather eggs four times a day in wire 

baskets. 

5. Dry clean eggs as soon as possible 
after gathering. No washing of 
eggs allowed. 

6. Cool eggs in mechanical 
cooler for 12 hours before casing. 

7. Egg cooler must maintain 
temperature of 55 degrees and 
humidity of 80 percent. 

8. Pre-cool cases for 12 hours 
before casing eggs. 

9. Pack eggs small end down. 

10. Hold packed eggs in cool- 
er until picked up or delivered. 

11. Market eggs twice weekly. 

12. A producer’s eggs must 
grade at least 75 percent pre- 
mium quality to keep him eligible 
for membership.

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Many of our producers can meet the re- 
quired egg quality practices by buying an 
egg cooler,” Rovang adds. 

The association feels the following prac- 
tices will help the producer turn out top- 
quality eggs, but they are not required at 
the present time: 

1. Have  insulated-ventilated 
house. 

2. Allow three square feet of floor 
space per bird. 

3. Darkened nest (roll-down preferred). 
Allow one square foot or one nest to four 
birds. 

4. Provide five inches feeder space per 
bird. 

5. Provide one eight-gallon or one 
five-foot water trough per 100 hens. 

6. Dropping pit should cover at least 
one-fourth of floor area. 

7. House at least 500 birds. 

8. Buy well bred laying stock, white 
egg breeds preferred. 

9. Use deep litter. 

10. Have good disease control and sani- 
tation program.

Membership in the association is 
not limited to Mitchell county. Folks 
living in nearby counties are invited 
to become members. 


Present goal is 200 members. The de- 
mand for top-quality eggs is much greater 
than the association can supply at the 
present time. 

“An egg buyer in Michigan wanted 200 
cases of eggs produced under this pro- 
gram as a sample—just to sée if he wanted 
to handle them,” said a local egg buyer. 
“And, of course, we couldn’t supply that 
many eggs yet.” 

“We believe associations like this one 
in Mitchell county is one step in the right 
direction toward solving the egg produc- 
ers marketing problems,” said Stan Nicol, 
livestock director for the Iowa Farm Bu- 
reau Federation.

Farm people find different answers to 


questions on ways to handle children 


Ww Ht should parents do 
with the “unusual” child 
and with the child who “talks 
back”? The Wallace-Homestead 
Poll questioned Iowa farm peo- 
ple on this subject. 

Try the questions on your own 


neighbors. Disagreements will 
probably be much like those 
shown by the hundreds inter- 
viewed by the Poll. 

One question was whether you 
agreed or disagreed with this 
statement: 

“If a child is unusual in any 
way, his parents should get him 
(or her) to be more like other 
children.” 

This is the way men and wom- 
en answered: 

Men Women 

i. Agree . -+- DO% 5A% 

2. Disagree .. 26 3A 

3. Don’t know....18 i2 

A woman in Lucas county 
spoke for the 34 percent who dis- 
agreed with the statement: “No 
child should be forced to be like 
other children. If he is different, 
why hold him back? Let him 
have his own personality.” 

It makes a difference how old 
you are. Younger people were 
more apt to disagree with the 
statement than older ones. Here 
is the way two age groups 
scored:

A good many young folks were 
willing to have the unusual child 
be different. Young women felt 
this way strongly.

Most folks, however, discussed 
just how hard children should 
be pushed to be like the usual 
child in the neighborhood. [If 
most boys play baseball in sum- 
mer, but one boy would rather 
go fishing, is the fisherman 
wrong? 

Education made a difference 
too. Folks who had gone beyond 
grade school were more apt to 
value individual differences in 
children 

This is the way folks with dif- 
ferent educational backgrounds 
voted:

grade and up 

1. Agree ........ -- 68% AT% 

2. Disagree 16 39 

3. Don't know. 16 14 

Farm people with the most 
education were more inclined to 
give the child more freedom. 

A farmer in Cerro Gordo coun- 
ty said: “Help a child to develop 
his good points and overcome his 
bad points, but be sure to leave 
him his individuality.” 

People differed, of course, as to 
what “bad points” were. Is “talk- 
ing back” a good point or a bad 
one? 

The Wallace-Homestead Poll 
asked about agreement or dis- 
agreement with the following 
statement:

A young man in Carroll coun- 
ty commented: “Sometimes kids 
have better ideas than their par- 
ents, which they should be al- 
lowed to express, even if it does 
mean ‘talking back’.” 

An older woman in Wright 
county couldn’t see what the 
argument was about. She said: 
“Anyone who has raised any 
children knows they will all talk 
back once in a while.” 

A young woman in Plymouth 
county recalled her own experi- 
ences: “I never talked back to 
my parents, but it didn’t make 
me respect them more. Actually 
all they had to do was look at 
me and I cringed. Most kids to- 
day talk back to their parents 
and they love and respect their 
parents perhaps as much or more 
as our generation.” 
apparently made 
people more willing to let a child 
express his own views. Here is 
the vote by folks who didn’t get 
beyond grade school and by 
those who went into high school:

A young woman in Dallas 
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county said: “It depends on how 
the child talks back. Sometimes 
it is the only way you can know 
what the child is thinking so 
things can be talked over.” 

A woman in Iowa county drew 
a line between “sassing” and 
“talking back.” She said: “I 
agree a child should not sass 
parents. But I think they should 
be allowed to take part in family 
discussions.” 


Iowa farmers and 
U. S. Survey 


How do Iowa farmers compare 
with other folks on these issues? 
A national survey, conducted by 
the Fund for the Republic, asked 
the same questions of folks all 
over the United States. 

On “talk back,” 44 percent of 
the high school graduates in the 
age group 21-29 disagreed with 
the statement. High school grad- 
uates of 60 years or more had 
only 28 percent who disagreed. 

That’s close to the Iowa farm 
figures. 

Prof. S. A. Stouffer of Harvard, 
who conducted the national 
survey, points out that “in 
school, .people are taught about 
great dissenters of history, in- 
cluding the founding fathers of 
this nation. The farther people 
go up the educational ladder, the 
more likely they are to learn to 
respect the right of people to be 
different from themselves, even 
if and especially when they dis- 
approve of such people. 

“This ought to be reflected in 
attitudes toward child-rearing. 
To allow a child to differ with 
his parents and to develop his 
own individuality—as long as 
this does not lead to anti-social 
behavior or delinquency—is ap- 
parently much more common in 
better-educated families than in 
others, in spite of the fact that 
the words ‘talk back’ in our ques- 
tion may to some people imply 
defiance rather than mere differ- 
ence of opinion.”

Estate Attorneys 


Fees 
To the Editor: How are 
the lawyers and administra- 
tor fees decided in settling 
an estate? How is_ the 
amount of fees determined? 
—L. T., Buchanan county, 
lowa. 
Chapters 638.23, 638.24 and 
638.25 of the 1954 Code of Iowa 
reads as follows 


bureau 


638.23 Compensation. Execu- 
tors and administrators shall be 
allowed such reasonable fees as 
may be determined by the court 
for services rendered, but not in 
excess of the following commis- 
sions upon gross assets of the 
estate listed in the probate in- 
ventory for Iowa inheritance tax 
purposes which shall be received 
as full compensation for all ordi- 
nary services: 

For the first one thousand dol- 
lars, six per cent. 

For the overplus between one 
and five thousand dollars, four 
percent. 

For all sums over five thou- 
sand dollars, two percent. 

638.24 Attorney fee. There 
shall also be allowed and taxed 
as part of the cost of adminis- 
tration of estates as an attorney’s 
fee for the administrators or ex- 
ecutor’s attorney, such reason- 
able fee as may be determined 
by the court, for services ren- 
dered, but not in excess of the 
schedule of fees herein provided 
for administrators or executors. 

638.25 Expenses and _ extra- 
ordinary services. Such further 
allowances as are just and rea- 
sonable may be made by the 
court to administrators, execu- 








tors, and their attorneys for ac- 
tual necessary and extraordinary 
expenses and services. Neces- 
sary and extraordinary services 
shall be construed to also include 
services in connection with real 
estate and tax matters. 

The foregoing is intended to 
inform and not to advise. Of 
course, facts may change the ap- 
plication of the general princi- 
ples herein expressed. You are 
advised to consult with a local 
lawyer of your own choice.

To Control Ants 
In Windbreak 


To the Editor: I have a 
windbreak consisting of a 
variety of Douglas fir, Idaho 
and Norway Spruce that are 
about 20 feet tall now. This 
grove has been invaded by 
ants and is becoming an ant 
colony underneath. I have 
contacted several nursery 
men, but none seem to have 
a remedy that will kill the 
ants without affecting the 
trees.—G. S., Clayton coun- 
ty, Iowa. 


Dr. Harold Gunderson, exten- 
sion entomologist at Iowa State 
College, advises that ant control 
can be carried out safely, simply, 
and cheaply by spraying the 
ground in the grove with two to 
three gallons of one percent 
chlordane or 0.5 percent lindane 
water emulsion per 1,000 square 
feet. 

Spray the lower trunk of each 
tree at the same time. 

If you have a tractor mounted 
sprayer, you could use the hand 
gun and shoot the spray into the 
windbreak from both sides. I 
would spray the whole area 
rather than attempt to treat each 
ant hill separately.

OWA can achieve a modified 

certified brucellosis rating by 
cutting only another one and 
one-half percent of infected cat- 
tle in the state, says Iowa State 
College veterinarian John Her- 
rick. 

Minnesota and Wisconsin have 
already achieved brucellosis- 
certified standing under USDA 
regulations. Laws passed by the 
Iowa General Assembly at the 
last session and made effective 
July 1 open the way for rapid 
eradication of the disease in 
Iowa. 

The new Iowa laws provide 
for county-wide programs with 
federal and state help in any 
county where the majority of 
the cattlemen ask for it. In these 
area-program counties all cattle 
will be tested for brucellosis. In- 
fected cattle will be slaughtered. 


State and federal govern- 
ments will provide indem- 
nities for cattle removed 
from herds whose owners 
are cooperating with the 
program. 


In 1952, Herrick said, five per- 
cent of all cattle in Iowa were 
infected with brucellosis. Entire- 
ly voluntary efforts by cattle- 
men, with the help of state and 
federal agencies, have reduced 
the infection to two percent. The 
modified certified rating is 
granted when the percentage of 
cattle infected is down to one- 
half of one percent. 

Cattle from certified counties 
may move in interstate com- 
merce without further blood test. 
They may also be moved freely 
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Iowa near Bang’s 
certified goal 


New laws let [owa’s cattle men cooperate 
on a county-wide basis to whip brucellosis 


in Iowa under the new brucel- 
losis laws. 

Cattle from areas or herds 
which are not brucellosis-certi- 
fied must submit to blood test 
before they can be sold or trans- 
ported for any purpose except 
immediate slaughter. 

Herrick says he believes that 
certification for the entire state 
can come within a short time. 
When the voluntary program 
was started in 1952, the “ring 
test” showed 25 to 35 percent 
of herds contained one or more 
infected animals. In some coun- 
ties the percentage of herds 
showing suspicious reaction in 
the ring test is now down to 
three or four percent. One coun- 
ty has already cut its percentage 
of herds showing suspicious reac- 
tion to one percent. 

Herrick points out that the 
ring test is made on milk con- 
taining samples from every milk- 
ing cow in the herd. It indicates 
the presence of infection in the 
herd but does not locate the in- 
fected animals. 

Infected animals are found by 
blood test, both in dairy and beef 
herds. The actual percentage of 
infected individuals is the figure 
that determines whether the 
area or state can be certified. It 
is this percentage which must 
drop to one-half of one percent 
to enable the state to qualify for 
certified status.

T IS LESS than 3 weeks until 
the opening of the Iowa State 
Fair. Prospects already indicate 
that it will be one of the bumper 
fairs of recent years. 

The fair opens, Friday, Aug. 
23, and runs for 10 days. Closing 
date is Sunday, Sept. 1. As the 
opening date neared, fair offi- 
cials were able to give a brief 
preview of some of the major at- 
tractions which will.be of par- 
ticular interest to farm visitors. 

The livestock show will total 
more than 8,000 entries from 
herds thruout the country. Judg- 
ing of the open classes will start 
Monday, Aug. 26, and extend 
thru Friday, Aug. 30. 


A new feature of the live- 
stock show will be the car- 
cass contests in the cattle, 
swine and sheep depart- 
ments. Animals will be 
judged on the hoof, then 
slaughtered and the car- 
easses judged. 


The winning carcasses will be 
exhibited in refrigerated trailers 
in the cattle barn thruout the 
fair. 

Nearly 5,000 entries are ex- 
pected in the national poultry 
show which will feature competi- 
tion in live market poultry, live 
market turkeys, market eggs, 
special market broiler and fryer, 
ducks and geese. 

The junior show alone will 
draw 3,000 head of livestock, 
making it one of the largest in 
the nation. Judging of the junior 
livestock classes will be held on 
the first two days of the fair, 
Aug. 23-24. 

One of the most interesting 
and colorful features will be the 
4-H baby beef judging Saturday 
afternoon, Aug. 24. However, the 
baby beef auction, formerly held 
immediately after the baby beef 
judging on Saturday, has been 
moved to Monday morning, Aug. 
26. 

FFA boys and 4H boys and 
girls will play a prominent part 
in the exhibits and demonstra- 
tions. One of the highpoints will 
be the annual 4H girls’ dress 
revue with each girl modeling a 
complete outfit she has made. 

Grain and forage crops will 
be represented by thousands of 
entries in the annual state fair 
agricultural show. Of course, the 
Iowa Corn Show is always a top 
event. Another highlight will be 
competition among leading farms 
of the state with collective ex- 
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rodeo, entertainment 


hibits of varied crops grown on 
each farm. 

In another section, rural fam- 
ily living exhibits will portray 
the latest ideas in better farm 
living developed by homemak- 
ers and families thruout the 
state. 

Special women’s attractions 
will range from a _ national 
crochet show to a home appli- 
ances exposition. There will be 
model gardens, patios, window 
gardens, specimen rooms, a glad- 
iolus show, a dahlia show, and 
continuous daily shows covering 
women’s cultural interests. 

Competition in the culinary 
department will range from Bos- 
ton brown bread to special 
classes for products made with 
honey and special competition 
for girls aged 10 to 14 years. 

There will be many other fea- 
tures which will appeal to young 
and old, city and farm people, 
boys and girls, men and women. 
There will be farm machinery, a 
harness and saddle horse show, 
the National Shetland Pony Con- 
gress, team pulling contests, four 
championship horseshoe pitch- 
ing contests, a state checker 
tournament, old fiddlers’ con- 
test, and the annual farm gadget 
show. 


The entertainment lineup 
will include a mile-long mid- 
way, musical revue, big car 
races, jalopy races, stock car 
races, harness races, a cham- 
pionship rodeo and a nightly 
display of fireworks. 


Cowboy star Rex Allen of 
movie and television fame will!

pionship contest rodeo. The na- 
tion’s top cowboys and cowgirls 
will compete in “bronco-riding,” 
calf-roping, steer-wrestling, bull 
riding, bareback riding and other 
western contest events.

YW THE WAPELLO 
IOWA, FFA chapter com- 
leted its feed comparison test 
ast spring, some of the boys sus 
pected they knew more about cur- 
rent hog feeding economics than 
their elders did. The youthful re- 
searchers were all badgered by 
grown-ups wanting to know what 
brand of feed was fed to which 
lot. 


Until the four local feed deal- 
ers—competitors in business but 
co-operators in this FFA project 

had been notified of the final 
results, brand names were a class 
secret. And then, as a matter of 
professional ethics, vo-ag instruc- 
tor Harold Hain revealed only 
that the winning pen, Lot 1, had 
been fed on the Honegger free- 
choice program. 


“We feel that this was a fair 
and accurate test and I can only 
let the figures speak for them- 
selves,” Mr. Hain states. 


The four supplements tested 
were chosen by the class and fed 
according to local dealers’ recom- 
mendations. In addition to satis 
fying their natural curiosity about 
brand differences, the class was 
interested in several other things. 
Is ground feed more economical 
than free choice of supplement 
and corn? Does it pay to feed 
oats to growing pigs? 


Free Choice Beats Grinding 

Grinding and mixing charges 
alone added 40 cents to the cost 
per cwt. of gain . . . without fig- 
uring the farmers’ labor. Pigs 
on the two ground rations did 
make slightly better gains than 
their free choice counterparts. 
But the difference in gains is 
hardly significant when compared 
with the differences listed below: 


Free Ground 

Choice Feed 
Feed Efficiency 3.46 Ibs. 3.70 lbs. 
Cost of Gain $9.33 $10.36 


The Lot 4 ration featured, at 
different stages, both rolled oats 
and ground oats. Pigs on this 
treatment had the poorest feed 
efficiency and the highest costs. 
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The fact that both free choice 
feeds outperformed the ground 
and mixed rations wasn’t without 
some misgivings. Although the 
Lot 3 supplement is recommended 
for free choice feeding, Instructor 
Hain says hogs over-ate on it. 
They consumed three pounds of 
supplement for every two pounds 
eaten by the Honegger lot! 


APPEARANCE and rate of gain 
aren't good enough guides to hog 
raising success, this test indicates. 
“There was no sickness evident in 
any other lots of pigs,” Hain re- 
ports. Any feeder would have 
been contented with any of the 
lots, for Lot 1 certainly had no 
edge on appearance. But in terms 
of profits, they won the pencil- 
and-paper derby with plenty of 
margin. 


Just luck, you say? Not likely;

Here are some pointers on preventing 
spread of disease on the fair circuit 


IVESTOCK men are busy get- 

“ting animals ready for ex- 
hibit at shows in the next several 
weeks. A lot of care goes into 
these efforts to earn blue rib- 
bons. 

But ribbons can be costly if 
animals bring disease home from 
the fair. 

Most shows work hard to avoid 
any disease problems. But with- 
out full cooperation from ex- 
hibitors, some disease may slip 
by. Of course, animals can carry 
certain diseases without showing 
obvious visible symptoms. 

Remember that animals taken 
to the strange surroundings of a 
fair have their routine upset and 
are put under considerable 
stress. That’s why it’s important 
to take extra precautions with 
your show livestock. 


Here are some general 
rules to guide you in pre- 
venting the spread of dis- 
eases on the fair circuit: 


1. For cattle, the routine tub- 
erculosis and brucellosis tests 
must be made to meet fair regu- 
lations. Cattle must be tested 
and found clean of both diseases 
within 30 days prior to the fair. 

It’s also wise to have a lepto- 
spirosis test made at the same 
time. Ask your veterinarian 
whether he recommends that ex- 
hibitor’s animals be vaccinated 
for lepto. 

It’s always a good precaution 
to have your veterinarian inject 
long-lasting antibiotics and/or 
serum into animals the day be- 
fore they are shipped to ward off 
respiratory diseases. 


2. Swine should be vaccinated 
for hog cholera. Check the fair 
regulations to see if the modified 
live viruses are recognized for 
periods longer than 6 months. 

Also have your swine herd 
checked for brucellosis, lepto- 
spirosis, enteritis, and rhinitis 
before any animals are taken to 
a fair. Do not exhibit normal- 
looking hogs from an infected 
herd. 

If your herd is not on an 
erysipelas program, have show 
animals treated with serum be- 
fore they are taken to a fair. 

3. While at the fair, disturb 
the routine of the animals as 
little as possible. Feed the same 
ration used at home. Use the 
same quality and type of hay. 
Plan ahead on ways to keep the 
animals cool. A fan is a good in- 
vestment. 

4. Don’t load your animals 
into a hired truck that has filth 
and manure on the floor. Don't 
even allow such a truck on your 
farm. Your own truck is your 
best bet. Next best—hire a 
clean, disinfected truck. 

5. Travel with the animals. 
See that stops and starts are 
gradual. 

6. Place animals in quarantine 
when they come home from the 
fair. Keep them separated from 
the rest of your herd at least 30 
days. 

Test cattle again for bru- 
cellosis and leptospirosis before 
they are put with the herd at the 
end of the quarantine period. 
Watch hogs for signs of rhinitis 
and enteritis.— John Herrick, 
Iowa State College veterinarian.

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How much _ will it yield? This is the question 
farmers ask when they select brand 
of seed corn. Loren Olson of Monona county, Iowa, 
gets answer from the field. 


Who selects 
seed corn? 


On rented farms, does landlord or 
tenant decide which brand to buy? 





F YOU are renting a farm, you and the landlord have a 
numbers of things to argue over. A man paying cash rent 
has the fewest things; a livestock share renter has the most. 
Who makes the decision on which brand of seed corn to 
buy? 

The Statistical Laboratory of Iowa State College inter- 
viewed renters on 347 tracts to find out how the brand of 
corn was selected. 

Here’s what these renters reported: 


Brand decision made by 
Tenant Landlord Both 
68.5% 2.1% 29.4% 
2.5 23.3 
6.0 37.4 
3.2 29.2 


Lease type 


A good many circumstances, besides the type of lease, in- 
fluence the part played by landlord and tenant in decisions 
like these. If a young fellow is renting from his father and 
being financed by his father, then the landlord will exert 
more influence than if the owner is a widow in Chicago. 

Who makes the decision on which brand of commercial 
livestock feed to buy? Here the landlord has no voice at all 
in the decisions of the crop and cash renter. The livestock 
is the renter’s business. 

On all rented farms, the landlord makes the decision on 
picking feeds in one case out of 347. He has a half voice 
in 36 cases out of 347 or under 11 percent of the total. The 
tenant picks the feed on 89 percent of the rented farms. 

What percentage of renters have crop leases, crop and 
cash leases and livestock share leases? In this sample, the 
division was as follows: 


No. of tracts Percent 
41.5% 
34.6 
23.9 
100.0 


So the livestock share leases made up 23.9 percent of 
the total. While this type of lease has increased in recent 
years, it is still the smallest of the three kinds.

Rabies virus 


is dangerous 








ABIES IS one of the many | 
virus diseases which can | 
infect both man and beast. | 

The virus of rabies is most 
commonly carried in the 
salivia of dogs. But it may | 
also be transmitted to man by 
cats, wolves, skunks, bears, 
and many other animals. 

The rabies virus enters the 
body thru a break in the skin, | § 
such as an animal bite, and is | 
carried to the brain along | 
nerve pathways. 


The time required for 
the disease to develop 
after an infected bite may 
vary from 10 days to 2 
years. The average time 
is 50 to 60 days, but in 
severe bites the period is 
likely to be much shorter. 


In animals rabies takes one 
of two forms: (1) “Furious”, 
in which the animal 
tated and vicious, then quick- 
ly becomes paralyzed and 
dies; or (2) “Dumb”, in which 
the animal is quiet, drools at 
the mouth excessively and 
then dies 

“Foaming at the mouth”— 
the traditional symbol of a 
“mad dog’’—is not a reliable 
sign. It does not always occur 
and does not always help with 
the diagnosis. So a dog which 
has bitten someone cannot be 
considered “safe” just  be- 
cause he is not foaming 

Once the disease starts in 
man, death usually occurs 
within 3 to 5 days, and it is 
inevitable once the disease

There is no economy in under- 
feeding during the dry period, ac- 
cording to some of America’s most 
successful dairymen. Actually, such 
underfeeding may even damage a 
good milk producer. 


Cow needs proteins 
Dairy husbandry experts point 
out that the dry cow has just com- 
pleted a long and strenuous lacta- 
tion; and she is in the 8th or 9th 
month of gestation. During the dry 
period the cow should gain approxi- 
mately 100 to 150 Ibs., most of 
which is needed for the calf. If she 
does not get the proteins and other 
essential “calf-building” materials 
from feed, she will rob her own 

body for the sake of her calf. 


Non-fat nutrients 

Such a super-drain on the cow 
can damage her milk-producing ca- 
acity after the calf is dropped. 

ar this in mind: The cow must 
be fitted during the dry period for 
calving and for her next lactation. 
She should not, however, be fat- 
tonal There is a tendency to feed 
dry cows well on carbohydrates. But 
carbohydrates are fat - producing 
nutrients—contribute little to that 
all-important body-building task. 


Alfalfa hay helps 

Therefore, a balanced dairy feed 
carrying 16% to 20% protein is 
essential for the dry cow, along 
with ample good-quality hay. If a 
1200-Ib. cow gets 6% to 7% lbs. per 
day of high-quality dairy feed, plus 
all the good quality alfalfa hay she 
will clean up, she will repay you 
richly during next lactation season.

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Prussic Acid 


- a 
Poisoning 
CATTLE AND SHEEP produc- 

ers have known for years 
that sudangrass, sorghum, wild 
choke cherry and other plants 
can poison animals. 

But confusion is common. 
Some livestock men believe that 
only the second growth is poison- 
ous. Others believe that plants 
must be frosted before there’s 
any danger. Still others haven’t 
even heard of the problem. 

Sorghum, choke cherry, John- 
songrass, sudangrass and flax 
plants contain chemicals which 
can be changed to hydrocyanic 
(prussic) acid by enzyme action. 
The cyanide which results can 
slow, or even stop, the movement 
of oxygen from the blood into 
body tissues. 

Now, when are these plants 
dangerous? There's always some 
danger. Factors which interfere 
with normal growth — frost, 
drouth, wilting, trampling and 
cutting—all tend to increase the 
amount of acid in the plant. 


But young plants contain 
more acid than mature 
plants. And young leaves are 
more dangerous than the 
stalks. Most dangerous of 
all is second growth stubble 
hit by frost. Any time nor- 
mal growth is interrupted 
enough to cause wilting, the 
danger becomes greater. 


Safest bet is to keep animals 
off stands where plants are start- 
ing growth or re-growth, or are 
in any stage of wilt. 

Either hay or silage made from 
this group of plants is not dan- 
gerous if it has properly cured. 
To be on the safe side, you can 
add starchy feeds such as corn 
to the ration. The starch appar- 
ently reduces the danger of poi- 
soning and can be considered a 
preventive measure. 

Animals poisoned by prussic 
acid show rapid breathing, weak- 
ness, and a staggering gait. If 
they go down, they may rest on 
their sternum (breast bone) for 
easier breathing. 


Sodium thiosulfate in 
liquid or tablet form is ef- 
fective treatment if given in 
time. 


Prussic acid poisoning can be 
costly. So don’t let animals graze 
sorghum, sudangrass, or other 
plants of this type when there is 
a question about their safety.

When cows have 
foot rot... 


You may be able to treat them 
yourself. Follow the steps shown 
here and on opposite page 


NJURIES to the foot often lead to foot rot. And altho foot 

rot seldom causes death, it can mean a serious loss of milk 
production. If it isn’t checked it may cause death of foot 
tissue. 

Prompt treatment can prevent most cases of foot rot from 
becoming serious. Many dairymen make a point of watch- 
ing the cows carefully as they come into the barn. 

Lameness, a shorter stride, a slight swelling of the hoof, 
may be an indication of the beginning of trouble. Watch 
your cows as they step across the gutter. If they hesitate, it 
may be a danger signal. They may be having some foot 
trouble. 

Of course, irregularities in a cow’s walk may be due to 
the fact that her feet need trimming. Many times a careful 
inspection will reveal minor wounds that can be handled 
easily. 

If the condition of the foot is serious or if much tissue is 
involved, better call your veterinarian. Structures inside 
the foot are delicate and easily injured. 

Pictures on these two pages show what to do when you 
spot a case of foot rot in your herd.

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Can use force in 
fence disputes 


You may be able to force your neighbor to 
build, repair or pay for disputed line fence 


WHEN you and a neighbor 

can’t agree on a line fence 
and call out the fence viewers— 
what happens in case the fence 
isn’t repaired, or constructed ac- 
cording to the rulings of the 
fence viewers? 

If the erection or repair of 
the fence, as ordered by the 
trustees, is not completed within 
30 days after the time fixed by 
the trustees for completion, the 
complaining owner may erect or 
repair the fence himself. 

If the complaining owner 
doesn’t erect or repair the fence 
himself, or hire it done, no fur- 
ther action will be taken. 

If the complaining owner does 
erect or repair the fence him- 
self, upon proper notice to the 
opposing owner the trustees 
again meet and assess the value 
of the erection or repair of the 
fence. 

The opposing landowner then 
has ten days within which to 
pay the owner who erected or 
repaired the fence the value 
thereof, as ascertained by the 
trustees, plus all of the fees of 
the fence viewers caused by his 
failure to erect or repair the 
fence as ordered. 

Any amount of the value of 
the fence and the fees of the 
fence viewers that remains un- 
paid at the end of ten days is 
certified to the county auditor 
by the fence viewers. The coun- 
ty auditor enters that amount 
upon the tax list. 

If the owner who refused to 
erect or repair his share of the 
fence does not voluntarily pay 
the cost of the fence and the 
fees incident to the proceedings 
of the trustees before taxes be- 
come due, the amount remain- 
ing unpaid is collected as taxes. 
Upon collection, it is paid to the 
parties entitled to it. 


To summarize, in order to 
compel an adjoining land- 
owner to erect or repair his 
partition fence so that it 
meets the requirements of a 
lawful fence, an owner must 
do these things: 


(1) He must make his own 
part of the fence meet the re- 
quirements of a lawful fence. 

(2). He must give his adjoining 
owner a written request to erect 
a lawful fence or repair it so 
that it meets the necessary re- 
quirements. 

(3) He must file a request with 
the township trustees to adjudi- 
cate the dispute, if the other 
owner does not comply with his 
written request to erect a law- 
ful fence within a reasonable 
time. 

(4) If the other owner fails to 
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erect or repair his fence after 
being ordered to do so, the 
owner who wants the fence built 
must build or repair it himself, 
at his own expense. If the owner 
who refused to build his fence 
upon order of the trustees re- 
fuses to pay for the building of 
the fence voluntarily, the com- 
plaining owner will be reim- 
bursed only after the value of 
the fence is collected from the 
other owner as taxes. 

Anyone who becomes involved 
in a fence dispute which threat- 
ens to become serious should 
immediately consult his attor- 
ney. If the ruling of the fence 
viewers is appealed, the proceed- 
ings may become more costly 
than the entire fence. There- 
fore, an owner should seek the 
advice of his attorney before 
committing himself to what may 
become an expensive course of 
action.—Frank Craig, Research 
Assistant, Agricultural Law Cen- 
ter, State University of Iowa. 





Check Fall 
Webworms 


Fall webworm larvae are 
beginning to spin their un- 
sightly webs in Iowa shade 
trees, says Harold Gunder- 
son, Iowa State College en- 
tomologist. 


The larvae are green, hairy 
worms. They feed on leaves in- 
side the web. As the worms 
grow, they will expand the web 
until it may cover the entire 
branch. 

Webworms can be controlled 
by flaming the web with a torch 
or pruning off and burning the 
infested branches. If you prefer 
to spray, use one pound of actual 
DDT per 100 gallons of water. 
Smaller amounts can be mixed 
by adding two tablespoonfuls of 
50 percent DDT wettable powder 
to one gallon of water.

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Feed pigs corn 


on grass 


Oats hulls and grass together make 
too much roughage for growing pigs 


yo may have more oats than 

corn for a period this sum- 
mer. And you may be tempted 
to feed the growing-fattening 
pigs a high percentage of oats 
rather than buy corn. 

The old rule is that you can 
feed one-fourth to one-third oats 
in the grain ration without re- 
ducing pig gains. But there’s 
new evidence on the subject. 

Illinois tests indicate that even 
around one-fourth oats in the 
grain ration may be too much 
oats for pigs on pasture. And 
one-fourth to one-third oats may 
be about the top limit for pigs 
in drylot if they’re to make low 
cost gains. 

The table at the bottom of this 
page shows pig feeding results 
in a 1956 test. Pigs weighed 106 
pounds at the start and were fed 
to about 200 pounds. 


Pigs were fed a ground and 
completely mixed ration with 
protein content 12 to 13 percent. 
The ration was fortified with 
vitamins, antibiotic and min- 
erals. 

Only difference in the rations 
was in the percent of oats and 
corn. In checklots, the grain was 
all corn. 

Then pigs in three other lots 
got grain rations as follows: 29 
percent oats and 71 percent corn, 
60 percent oats and 40 corn, and 
95 oats and five percent corn. 
Each ration was fed to pigs on 
pasture and in drylot. 

Here are some _ important 
points from the results shown 
in detail in the table: 

Pigs on pasture gained 1.70 
pounds per day when the grain 
ration was 100 percent corn.

With either 29, 60 or 95 percent 
oats, gains went down to around 
1.40 pounds per day. 

Feed per 100 pounds gain and 
cost of gains also increased with 
any of the oats percentages. 
Average cost of gain on pastured 
pigs went up about $2 per 100 
pounds when oats were added. 

This indicates that pigs on 
pasture should get mostly or all 
corn for their grain ration. Cer- 
tainly one-fourth to one-third 
oats is too much of the bulky 
grain. 

Now in drylot, results were 
more favorable for oats as part 
of the grain ration for 100 to 200 
pound pigs. 

Gains per day were about the 
same at 29 percent oats as with 
all corn for grain. So were feed 
requirements and feed cost per 
100 pounds gain. 

But with 60 percent of grain 
ration oats, gains per day 
dropped sharply. And feed re- 
quirements and feed costs went 
up significantly. There was over 
a $1 difference in the feed cost 
of 100 pounds gain. 

So it would appear safe to 
feed pigs in drylot about one- 
fourth or one-third oats accord- 
ing to the old rule. But above 
that amount you are likely to 
slow down gains and increase 
costs. 

The reason pasture-fed pigs 
do less well with oats in the ra- 
tion is the fact that grass has a 
high roughage content. The ad- 
dition of oats hulls make the 
roughage excessive for growing 
pigs. 

In any case, tests show that it 
rarely pays to use oats unless 
they are cheaper per pound than 
corn. 


Australians Study 
Dairy Plan 
In Australia, the dairy in- 
dustry and the national gov- 
ernment are discussing a 
new five-year dairy stabiliza- 
tion plan. 


The dairy industry has asked 
that a subsidy be paid on butter 
and cheese exported instead of 
being limited to 120 percent of 
domestic consumption. The in- 
dustry also has asked that the 
owner-operator allowance used 
in computing the cost of produc- 
tion be increased by $224 per 
year. 

If all suggestions are adopted, 
the government would be com- 
mitted to pay a fixed subsidy of 
$9 million per year for the dura- 
tion of the plan, regardless of 
the quantities exported or the 
level of prices prevailing on the 
export market. The plan would 
then be in direct contrast with 
the stated government policy of 
reducing subsidies in general. 

It is expected that the final 
plan adopted actually will not be 
greatly different from that now 
in operation.

Amendments dealing with 
prices, transportation differ- 
entials, compensatory pay- 
| ments and other provisions 
of the Cedar Rapids-lowa 
| City federal milk marketing 
order went into effect Au- 
gust 1. 


USDA amended the order fol- 
| lowing a favorable vote by dairy 
farmers who delivered milk in 
| the area in April, 1957. 
One-change makes the mini- 
| mum price of Class I (bottling or 
fluid) milk the same as that in 
the nearby Quad-Cities area. 
| This is done by fixing the mini- 
mum at the Chicago Class I price 
plus 15 cents per hundred- 
weight. 

Officials said the new pricing 
method will alter monthly 
prices, but that it will not change 
the level of the Class I price on 
an annual basis. 

Transportation differentials 
are established in the new order 
for milk delivered to pool plants 
| which are located 50 miles or 

more from the nearer of the two 


| cities—Cedar Rapids or Iowa 


City. Under this provision a pro- | 


ducer who delivers milk to a 
plant 50 to 65 miles from one of 
these cities will get 10 cents less 
| per hundredweight. For each 
additional 10 miles the reduction 
will be 1% cents. 

The amended order requires 


| the making of compensatory pay- 
| ments by handlers who obtain 


milk from an unregulated plant 


| and sell it in the Cedar Rapids- 


Iowa City marketing area. In De- 


|| cember thru June, the payment 


will be the difference between 
the Class I and Class III (manu- 
facturing milk) price; in other 
months, the payment will be the 
difference between the Class I 


| and the blend or average price. 


The order provides, however, 
that no compensatory payments 
will be made on milk priced un- 
der any other federal milk mar- 
keting order. 

A fifth amendment provides 
that a plant may qualify as a 
pool plant if it sells on routes 
in the marketing area at least 15 
percent of the milk it receives 
from producers in any month. 

A supply plant or country re- 
ceiving station will qualify as a 
pool plant any month it ships at 
least 35 percent of its receipts 
from producers to distributing 
plants which have qualified as 
pool plants. 

The definition of “producer” 
is modified to include any dairy 
farmer who produces Grade A 
milk in compliance with the 
rules of a constituted health au- 
thority and who delivers such 
milk to a pool plant.

Farm woman shares her favorite recipes 


HICKENS are big business for Mrs. 

Merrit Porath of Pocahontas county, 
Iowa. She started out this spring with 
2,300 baby chicks. 

The pullets will be next winter’s layers 
and the young cockerels are being canned 
and frozen for family meals or dressed 
and sold. About 1,200 have gone to mar- 
ket already, many to town families for 
their freezers. 

The Porath children are good help with 
dressing chickens as well as with the 
chicken chores, their mother reports. 

Mrs. Porath likes to freeze the chickens 
she plans to fry. But to save freezer space 
and to have cooked chicken ready on a 
minute’s notice for casseroles or creamed 
chicken dishes, she likes to have a good 
supply of canned chicken on hand. 

Here are some recipes popular with 
the Poraths: 


OVEN FRIED CHICKEN 


1 chicken, cut for frying 

1 cup flour 

2 teaspoons salt 

1% teaspoon pepper 

% cup butter and margarine, 
mixed 


Rinse chicken in cold water and dry. 
Mix flour and seasonings in paper bag. 
Melt butter and margarine in a shallow 
baking pan. 

Shake a few pieces of chicken in bag 
with flour, to coat well. Arrange in single 
layer in pan of melted shortening. 

Bake 30 minutes at 425 degrees. Turn 
and bake about 15 minutes more or until 
tender and nicely brown. Serve immedi-

SCALLOPED CHICKEN CASSEROLE 


1 quart cooked and cut up chicken 
1% quarts coarse bread crumbs 

34 cup chicken fat 
1% teaspoons sage 

% teaspoon salt 

1g teaspoon pepper 

2 tablespoons finely chopped onion 
14 cup cream 
1% to 2 cups broth 


This takes a nice fat hen. Simmer it 
until tender, let the chicken cool in the 
broth until it can be handled. Pick meat 
from the bones, skim off the fat and 
measure the broth. 

Toss the cut up chicken, coarse bread 
crumbs from day-old bread, seasonings, 
chicken fat and cream lightly with a fork.

Mrs. Showalter helps in naming 
the cattle, too, as does Norene, 14.

According to Mr. Showalter, 
another important member of the 
family team is their telephone. 


“We use our telephone a lot to 
keep up with our work and cut 
down on unnecessary traveling,” 
he says. 


Starting about this time of year, © 


he gets telephone calls from cattle- 
men telling him what stock they 
have available. He also phones to 
make arrangements to buy and 


sell both his breeding stock and 
his feeders. The Showalters feed 
out 80 to 90 head yearly in addi- 
tion to their purebred stock. Mr. 
Showalter also telephones in con- 
nection with his duties as Franklin 
County voting delegate to the 
Farm Bureau and as a board mem- 
ber of the County Fair.

Y THIRD summer on an 

Iowa farm. As I jog around 
the field driving for hay, I 
watch my shadow, topped by a 
shapeless straw hat, and that of 
the neighbor high on the hay 
wagon. It is windy, and the dry 
leaves break and swirl down my 
neck. 


I wave as another neigh- 
bor woman flies by on the 
gravel on her way to town. 
Three years ago I wouldn’t 
have known where to reach 
to turn on the ignition 
switch on a tractor; 36 short 
months later, I feel like an 
old hand. 


I remember the first summer, 
when I was just getting the feel 
of farm life, eager to learn, but 
much more left to learn than 
what had already “soaked in.” 

The first time I'd seen the 
combine, the Farmer had it in 
the shade of the barn one July 
afternoon giving it a general 
overhaul before time for oats 
harvesting. Handing him the re- 
quested grease gun, I gave the 
combine a critical look. “I still 
can’t see how anything this dull 
can cut grain,” I said fingering 
the reel. His reply was a groan, 
a laugh, and a despairing shake 
of the head before pointing out 
that the reel had another job and 
went on to set me straight. 


Each season I’ve been 
able to help more and more 
and if I'm more tired, more 
busy and more rushed than. 
ever before it’s a rewarding 
feeling. For instance, when 
the Farmer badly needed to 
be in the fields disking, it 
was just the time his pigs 
started to come. 


“It would sure be great if you 
could help out,” he says and 
since I could hardly handle a 
farrowing sow alone, it meant 
to the field I go. The ironing 
basket stands (and grows taller), 
the dust gathers, but first things 
first, and at the end of two 
weeks of bumping around out- 
doors with disk and harrow, it’s 
all worth while when the head 
of the house says every pig was 
saved by his being nearby and 
some fence posts got back in to 
boot!—-B. L., Audubon county, 
Iowa.

Iowa’s central boar testing station is a 


valuable tool for locating superior strains 


by Ralph M. Durham 
Extension Animal Husbandman 
N JULY 22 some 1,500 farmers con- 
gregated at Nevada, lowa. They 
came to see and buy the boars presented 
by the lowa Swine Testing Association 
in the fifth sale of tested boars. 

Records were available on each boar 
offered before the sale. Those that failed 
to meet specific standards were elimi- 
nated. An afternoon session was held to 
explain the figures to those who did not 
understand them. 

The bidding activity proved that more 
and more swine producers are recogniz- 
ing the value of tested boars. Buyers 
came from at least four states. The 42 
boars sold averaged $250, with a top 
price of $450. 

People in the swine world are becom- 
ing more interested in records, and in 
what they mean. They are becoming ac- 
customed to paying more for boars which 
have good records than for boars with 
poorer records or none at all. 


This is significant. Breeders must 
recognize the value of testing work 
if it is to have any real impact on the 
improvement of the swine industry. 


There are several types of testing pro- 
grams in action today. Among these are 
the central testing stations, the “on the 
farm” improvement programs, and the 
purebred certification programs. In a 


50 


sense, all of these programs are com- 
plementary. They have common goals— 
namely to improve the performance and 
meatiness of the stock used to produce the 
market hogs of this country. 

The central testing station system used 
in Iowa has some advantages, but also 
some disadvantages over other types of 
testing. One big advantage is the uni- 
formity of testing it provides. It is a 
much better tool for isolating superior 
strains or breeds than testing on the farm, 
where uniformity is not possible. 


An individual breeder can discover 
from his tests which of his strains is 
doing the best. But he does not know 
how they compare with the strains 
grown by another breeder, where the 
environment is different. 


Thus there is some need for central 
testing stations to provide uniformity of 
testing. But its limitations become obvious 
when we consider the small number of 
pigs that can be tested in a central station. 

The advantage is also partly nullified 
by the fact that only a sample of pigs from 
any one breeder can be tested. A breed- 
er’s entries can be a highly selected sam- 
ple, depending on his ability to select his 
best, and the chance factors that enter 
into such a test. 

That is why “on the farm” testing is a 
must. It is necessary for both purebred 
and commercial producers to get the 
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and feed efficiency of boars and littermate barrows are 
checked at the Iowa Swine Testing Station with this portable 
scale. Ralph Durham is in charge of the swine testing work. 


“We're finding the best” 


volume of testing needed to change the 
population in a very noticeable way. 

In some cases the farmer will be feed- 
ing his pigs and keeping feed records. In 
other cases he will simply care for the 
pigs as he has been doing, but will weigh 
and probe them at weights of 160 to 200 
pounds. He will also use a system of indi- 
vidual ear notching for his herd so he 
can identify individuals within a litter. 

In Iowa this testing is being done thru 
local testing associations which hire a 
trained technician. This technician is 
often a young farmer in the community 
who wishes to make a little extra money 
in the late summer weeks and during the 
winter when the pigs are reaching market 
weight. 


The breed certification programs 
have been of considerable value in 
stimulating breeder interest in some- 
thing more than the looks of the 
pig. More and more we are hear- 
ing breeders discussing their hogs in 
production and carcass terms instead 
of showring accomplishments. Now 
we hear such terms as loin eye, back- 
fat, index and feed conversion. 


This is an indication that some of the 
educational work is hitting its mark. This 
is vital, because the hog cannot be 
changed until the man who raises him 
decides that he wants to make a change! 

Sales of other boars tested at the Iowa 
station will be held on August 6 and Au- 
gust 20. Around 70 boars will be offered 
in each of these sales, with the exact 
number depending on how they do in the 
final period of testing.

Let farm programs give the edge 
to family sized farms 


Help low-income farmers to better 
jobs, or to larger farms 


Hew MANY of your neigh- 

bors are on what you’d call 
“good family farms”? How many 
are on farms too small or too 
poor to provide much of a liv- 
ing? How many are on farms so 


| big that they’ve swallowed up 


several 200-acre farms? 

But what is a family farm? 
The agriculture committee of the 
National Planning Association, 
in a new report, tries out this 
definition: 


“Two main characteristics 
of a family farm are that a 
farmer and members of his 
family manage the farm and 
that they supply half or 
more of its labor force.” 


On this basis, how many fam- 
ily farms are there? The NPA 
committee says: 

“All but about one in 30, 
which is large-scale so far as its 
labor force is concerned, and 
about one in 12, whose operator 
lacks freedom to manage, are 
family farms.” 

Sounds pretty good. So why 
worry about family farms? 

The committee shows some 
concern about expansion of over- 
large farms, but more concern 
about families on poor farms, 
whose income doesn’t give them 
a living wage. 

What should be done about it? 

A full report by Marshall Har- 
ris and Robert A. Rohwer pre- 
pared under the auspices of the 
NPA committee, describes the 
present situation and suggests 
some helpful moves. 


What can be done to make 
adequate family farms out 
of farms too small, too bad- 
ly equipped to make a good 
living for the operator? 


The Harris-Rohwer report sug- 
gests: 

1. Adjusting, strengthening 
and expanding the credit policies 
of the Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration to help low-income farm- 
ers expand production per farm. 

2. Providing better vocational 
guidance for young people, help 
to farmers who want town jobs, 
and technical assistance to farm- 
ers who want to stay on the 
farm. 


What can be done to pre- 
vent big farms from swal- 
lowing up family sized farm- 
ers? These suggestions are 
made: 


1. Give tax preference to fam- 


How big is 


ily-type units and discourage 
ownership of farm land by non- 
farmers. 

2. Give preference to family 
farmers whenever private enter- 
prise uses publicly owned land. 

3. Encourage agricultural 
workers, particularly migrants, 
to organize and protect their 
rights fully. 

How big is an adequate family 
farm in the Corn Belt? An lowa 
State College bulletin is cited as 
authority for this statement: 
“Per unit costs of production de- 
cline rapidly as farm size in- 
creases from 80 to 200 acres. 
But they do not decline much 
after that. 

“Today a 200-acre farm in the 
Midwest is approximately an 
adequate family farm. Failure of 
larger farms -to be significantly 
more efficient may help to ex- 
plain the persistent popularity 
of 160 to 200 acre farms in the 
Corn Belt.” 

The committee as a whole, but 
with one dissent, said this about 
national policy on family farms: 

“While the committee does 
not insist that all farm operators 
should fall within the category 
of the family farm, it believes 
that the economic and social ad- 
vantages of this traditional type 
of American agriculture should 
be preserved and strengthened 
as a matter of public policy. 

“Whenever the government is 
in a position to affect farm size, 
whether in new developments or 
on going programs, the family 
farm should be given central 
consideration. The decisions of 
private individuals, both rural 
and urban, may be more influen- 
tial in determining the future of 
the family farm than the acts of 
government. 


“Whenever people buy, 
sell, bequeath or lease farm 
property, when new machin- 
ery is developed or when 
money is loaned to farmers, 
the effect of each choice on 
family farm units should be 
considered.”

Pressure cooling 
for tractors 


Know about the pressure cooling system 
on your tractor? Then here’s the story 


ANY cooling system is impor- 
*“ ™ tant because it keeps the en- 
gine from getting so hot it can’t 
run. Tractor engines use about 
a third of the heat potential in 
fuel to produce the power. The 
other two-thirds are wasted: one- 
third goes out the exhaust stack, 
and one-third is carried away by 
the cooling system. 

This means that your cooling 
system has to transfer a lot of 
heat from inside the engine to 
the air outside it. And one way 
to increase the amount of cool- 
ing is to bring the coolant, usual- 
ly water, to a higher temperature 
before it leaves the engine. 


Thermostats are used to 
maintain a constant temper- 
ature of the out-going water. 


But if you tried to keep the 
temperature at 200 degrees F. 
without pressurizing the system, 
you might get in trouble. Be- 
cause that is pretty close to the 
boiling point of water—212 de- 
grees F. at sea level. 

When water boils, steam 
forms, and you lose coolant thru 
the overflow pipe. Soon, there 
isn’t enough left in the system to 
carry away the excess heat, and 
the engine overheats. 

Pressure systems control this 
tendency by using a pressure- 
type radiator cap. 

The principle is the same as 
with pressure cookers. If you 
build up a pressure in the vessel 
by sealing it, the water can get 
hotter without boiling. Water 
under four pounds pressure will 
boil at 225 degrees F. instead of 
212 degrees F. 

Of course, the system must be 
made for pressure operation. It 
must stand the pressure without 
leaking. And the overflow pipe 
is located above the seat where 
the spring-loaded cap closes off 
the radiator tank. This way, no 
coolant can overflow until excess 
pressure has built up. This is 
not likely to happen. But a 
thermostat could go bad, or the 
radiator core get dirty.

In addition to the spring which 
maintains pressure on the seal- 
ing cap, the pressure-type radi- 
ator cap includes a vacuum 
valve. This allows air to flow 
into the tank as the system cools 
after operation is _ finished. 
Otherwise, a partial vacuum 
might build up and hoses would 
tend to collapse. 


The pressure cooling sys- 
tem allows you to use a 
higher temperature thermo- 
stat. 


This does more than increase 
the effectiveness of the cooling 
system. Engines which operate 
at the higher temperatures—180 
or 190 degrees F.—will run bet- 
ter and wear longer than if they 
operated at 150 degrees F. 

So keep the pressure radiator 
cap on your radiator. Don’t use 
“just anything.” And use a 
thermostat — the one recom- 
mended by your manufacturer. 
These things are intended to in- 
crease your service from your 
engine. 





Sun Glare Boosts 
Driving Hazards 


Sometimes the sun can 
be an enemy. This is partic- 
ularly true in the summer 
months when the sun’s glare 
can be a decided safety 
threat to drivers, says O. L. 
Hogsett, extension safety 
specialist at the University 
of Illinois. 


Glare from the sun, or reflec- 
tions from cars and pavement, 
combined with high speed will 
produce numerous accidents 
during this vacation season. 

Many other accidents will re- 
sult from “visual fatigue” caused 
by strain of looking against sun 
glare. 

The new styling of cars, with 
greater glass area, lavish chrome 
trim and light-reflecting colors, 
has greatly increased the hazard 
from glare. 

Here are Hogsett’s suggestions 
for reducing glare and decreas- 
ing danger: 


1. Use a sun visor to pro- 

tect your eyes from over- 
head glare. 
’ 2. Avoid driving at sun- 
rise or sunset, when the 
rays of the sun hit directly 
into the windshield. 

3. Use good-quality sun- 
glasses.

Sprinkle Hogs To 
Cut Shrinkage 


Weight losses of hogs on 
their way to market can 
greatly be reduced by in- 
stalling sprinklers in the 
truck, according to Eldon L. 
Erickson, University of Ne- 
braska economist. 


Experiments were made using 
a truck-trailer with a series of 
water pipes with many small 
holes bored in them. During the 
trip the driver would stop period- 
ically, attach the hose to a water 
faucet and give the hogs a cool 
sprinkle. 

Weight shrinkage of 110 hogs 
on the sprinkled truck was 226 
pounds per load less than on an 
identical unsprinkled load 
shipped at the same time. This 
would be a saving of $45.20 per 
load if hogs were 20 cents a 
pound. Death losses also were 
reduced from 5.5 percent to zero. 

Erickson suggests using per- 
forated plastic hoses for a cheap, 
easy way to install sprinklers in 
a truck. 





First Daughters 
Prove Sire 


The butterfat and milk 
production of a dairy bull’s 
first 20 te 30 daughters pro- 
duced by artificial breeding 
gives reliable indication of 
the production of the rest of 
his offspring. 


The first 25 artificial breed- 
ing daughters will predict future 
performance of sires in artificial 
breeding with almost the same 
accuracy as the first 75 natural 
service daughters. Such results 
will benefit managers of artifi- 
cial breeding organizations be- 
cause both poor and outstanding 
sires can be identified sooner, 
reports A. G. Sendelbach, Wis- 
consin dairy scientist. 

His studies show that produc- 
tion records of natural service 
daughters are only half as reli- 
able as artificial breeding re- 
cords in predicting the perform- 
ance of sires in artificial breed- 
ing. 


Do You Need 
Egg Cooler? 

Mechanical refrigeration 
of eggs at the farm has be- 
come a highly important 
part of the production of 
eggs that command prem- 
ium prices. 


Joe W. Sicer, Purdue Uni- 
versity extension poultryman, 
points out that some egg buyers 
are paying a premium for eggs 
that are refrigerated. 

Other producers are finding 
that the uniform high quality of 
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their eggs, when refrigerated, 
brings sufficiently higher prices 
to more than justify the expense 
of a mechanical cooler. 

The ideal temperature for 
holding eggs on the farm is 
50-55 degrees with a relative 
humidity of 70-80 percent. 
Mechanical refrigeration permits 
the maintenance of ideal tem- 
perature and moisture condi- 
tions. 

Egg coolers are available in 
both cabinet type and set-in 
units for walk-in refrigerated 
rooms. Cabinets can be plugged 
into electrical outlets and used 
whenever convenient. The walk- 
in room is best for larger flocks 
because of the lower cost per 
case capacity. 

Will a cooling unit pay for 
you? Find out what premium 
your egg buyer will pay for your 
refrigerated eggs. Then price 
the size unit you’d need. From 
this information plus your pro- 
duction records, you can figure 
whether a cooling unit will pay.

Check Up For Your 
Corn Crop 


Spend a few hours in your corn fields 


this summer checking up on the job 
you've done, advises the Middle West 
Soll Improvement Comimttee. 


Here are some things to look for: 


l—-Are all the stalks green all the 
way to the bottom? Off.color leaves 
and stalks indicate that something is 
wrong with the feeding of the corn 
plants. Either there are not enough 


nutrients in the soil, or something is 
interfering with the uptake of nutrients 





from the soil by the plants. Perhaps 
the soil is compacted so roots don't 
penetrate properly. Maybe insect dam- 
age is limiting the root system. 

2—Are there enough stalks to use 
the fertility in the soil? The number 
of stalks needs to match the yield goals. 

3—Is the soil loose and open, so air 
and water can get in and the plant can 
develop a strong root system? Is the 
soil solid underfoot—not soft and 
cushiony? If so, then attention to the 
soil tilth may well pay good dividends 


next year. Perhaps organic matter is 
being used up faster than it is replaced. 
In this case you can build up the soils 
tilth and structure by returning organic 
matter in the form of green manure, 
cover crops, or crop residues put back 
in the soil. 

4—What about the water supply for 
the crop. Is it running short? Is 
there run-off from the field before the 
soil is soaked up to field capacity? If 
that’s the case, then something needs 
to be done to keep the water on the field 
and see that it gets into the soil rather 
than washing away. 





Give New Plantings 
Extra Water 


Trees and shrubs planted this spring 
will need to be watered thruout the 
summer. Be sure to soak the soil at 
least a foot deep. If you water once 
every 10 days, the leaves on your plants 
will not turn brown from lack of water. 

When watering trees and shrubs, lay 
a hose at the base of the plant and let 
it run slowly for three or four hours. 
Or, better still, you can use a root 
soaker that places water directly in 
the soil. With this gadget hooked to 
your hose, you can get thoro soaking 
without runoff. 

You can also use the root soaker to 
water well established trees and shrubs. 
They will not need to be watered very 
often. However, a good soaking is ad- 
visable, whenever we have a week of 
hot weather without rain. Large trees 
and shrubs may also need watering 
because their root systems were dam- 
aged during the drought of the last 
few years. The added water will help 
them maintain their new growth. 

Mulches will help to conserve mois. 
ture. You can reduce the need to 
apply water by putting a two-inch 
layer of ground corncobs or one inch of 
peat moss on the surface of the soil. 


The mulch keeps the soil mellow and 
in good condition to absorb moisture. 
It also helps to prevent weeds. 
Weeds often interfere with the 
natural development of trees and 
shrubs. They compete for moisture and 
nutrients. If your mulch doesn’t keep 
weeds down, pull them or chop them 
out with a hoe. But don't dig too deep 
with a hoe or you will disturb the 


small, fibrous roots of the trees and 


shrubs. 





Corn Silage Rations 
For Pregnant Ewes 


A corn silage ration, supplemented 
with small amounts of soybean oil meal 
and mineral, appears to be a satis- 
factory ration for ewes during gesta- 
tions, according to University of Mis- 
souri tests. 

A. J. Dyer, professor of animal hus- 
bandry, says that two levels of protein 
were used on the two lots of ewes in 
the test—both below the amount com- 
monly recognized as adequate. 

During the first six weeks of the 10- 
week feeding trial, one lot received 0.3 
pound soybean oil meal per head daily 
while the other lot received only 0.1 
pound. The protein level was raised to 
0.4 and 0.2 pounds respectively for the 
final four weeks of the trial. Amounts 
of silage fed ranged from six pounds 
per head to 13 pounds daily and was of 
excellent quality. 

Ewes getting the larger amount of 
soybean oil meal averaged 10.5 pounds 
ef wool, a half pound more than ewes 
on the low level of protein, he points 
eut. As for lamb production, the ewes 
getting the lower amount of protein had 
a better percentage lamb crop—182 per- 
eent—than did the other lot—153 per- 


cent. However, this was not attributed 
to the ration. 

Lamb weights in both instances were 
good, Dyer says. Single lambs, both 
ram and ewe, averaged more than 11 
pounds at birth. 

Altho results following lactation 
haven't been reported, corn silage, with 
protein supplement and mineral 
—steamed bonemeal and salt—seems 
to be a cheap, satisfactory ration for 


ewes prior to lambing, he concludes.

Most Cattle Herds 
Have Parasites 


Ninety percent of Iowa beef and 
dairy cattle herds tested in a study of 
parasite infestation during the last two 
years were hosts to one or more species 
of parasite. But generally the pests 
were not in sufficient numbers to war- 
rant treatment, according to Dr. W. J. 
Zimmerman of the Veterinary Medical 
Research Institute at Iowa State Col- 
lege. 

Death rate from parasites in cattle 
in Iowa is relatively low, says Zimmer- 
man. However, loss of appetite and 
weight or decreased production can be- 
come serious when parasites multiply 
rapidly.

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Corn Silage Makes 
Good Feed For Sows 


Experiments show that corn silage, 
properly supplemented, makes an ex- 
cellent low-cost base ration fer brood 


sows during pre-gestation and gesta- 
tion periods, 

Tests were conducted with more than 
2,000 pigs farrowed at Iowa State Col- 
lege. The project was under the super- 


vision of C. W. Johnson, V. C. Speer, 
Cc. C. Culbertson and D. V. Catron, ani- 
mal husbandmen at the college. 


Feed cost per pig farrowed for 
the sows hand-fed properly supple. 
mented corn silage was 20 to 30 
percent lower than for a complete 
bulky ration self-fed. Feed sav- 
ings are as important during gesta- 
tien as after the pigs are far- 
rowed, say the researchers. 


In addition, the feeding of corn si- 


lage and balancer appears to have im- 
proved the reproductive performance 
of both sows and gilts. The group 
hand-fed corn silage farrowed an aver- 
age litter of 11.3 healthy pigs 

The ration was designed to keep 
sows in a lean condition, but at the 
same time to provide adequate energy, 
protein, vitamins and minerals during 
the critical gestation period. A 20 per. 
eent protein corn silage balancer is 
added to the ration to provide nutri- 
tional needs not supplied by the silage. 


The ideal time to start feeding corn 


silage is three or four weeks before 
breeding. But if there isn’t an oppor- 
tunity to give the sows time to get ac- 
customed to the change of feed, the 
silage ration can be started right after 
the sows and gilts are bred, the re- 
searchers suggest. 
Feeding the good corn silage on a 
lab or in large troughs has 
worked it well, they continued.

A carload of cattle eligible for judg- 
ing shall constitute an entry, Olander 
said. Cattle will be shown in loads of 
a minimum of 20,000 pounds, with a 
maximum load weight of 26,000 pounds, 
he added. A minimum of 20 head will 
be considered eligible for the sale, 
but not for the show. 

To be eligible for judging, cattle 
must be shown without special fitting, 
such as clipping of heads and tails. 


Animals On Pasture 
Need Salt 


Keep a salt box filled and handy 
for your sheep and cattle on pasture, 
according to Dr. W. E. Dinusson, ani- 
mal nutritionist at North Dakota Agri- 
cultural College. 

Grazing animals need more salt when 
they’re on lush, rapidly growing pas- 
ture than they do in dry lot, he ex- 
plains. Offer it free choice, and they'll 
do a good job of eating as much as 
they need. 

If you have facilities for handling it, 
Dinusson suggests using loose salt. It’s 
preferable to blocks, since it is easier 
for stock to get all they need. Trace- 
mineral salt is helpful in areas where 
those minerals are likely to be lacking. 








By changing location of the salting 
place, you can help get even grazing 
over the entire pasture area, 

In every case in a test with 100. 
pound hogs at the University of Illinois, 
oats in the ration slowed gains and in- 
creased the amount of feed needed to 
put on 100 pounds of gain.

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What’s Ahead... 


CATTLE FEEDERS IN THE 13 MAIN feeding states had 
8 percent more cattle and calves on feed July 1 than a year 
ago. The difference from a year ago was largely in long-fed 
cattle. Numbers on feed over 3 months were up 12 percent; 
those on feed less than 3 months were up only 3 percent. 


THE BOOST IN LONG-FED CATTLE is concentrated 
mainly in midwest feedlots. Numbers in the Cornbelt states 
on feed over 3 months were up 13 percent. The 3 percent 
hike in short-fed cattle is concentrated in Arizona and Cali- 
fornia. California feeders had 85 percent of their feedlots 
filled with cattle on feed for less than 90 days. Cornbelt 
feeders had fewer short-feds in their lots than on July 1, 1956. 


THIS MEANS THAT no shortage of long-fed cattle, 
such as happened last year, should develop in the next 
90 days. California also will be selling more short-feds 
during the next couple of months. Any sharp run-up in 
fat cattle prices will be brief. 


HOG PRICES USUALLY START DOWN about the mid- 
dle of August. Holding hogs beyond 200 to 220 pounds at this 
time of year seldom pays. The price usually goes down faster 
than you can make money by putting on extra pounds of gain. 


FARM INCOME for the first half of the year was up 242 
percent. Government payments, primarily Soil Bank, ac- 
counted for most of the gain. Costs were higher too, but not 
enough to offset all the increase in cash receipts. Livestock 
income during the last half of 1957 is expected to stay ahead 
of a year ago. But crop income will be down, due to lower 
prices. Net farm income for the year as a whole should be 
up slightly. 


THIS YEAR’S HAY CROP is one of the best on record. 
The United States crop is estimated about 10 percent larger 
than last year. Hay prices are lower than a year ago. 


WESTERN RANGE CONDITIONS are the best since 
1947, according to the USDA. Range and pasture feeds in 
the 17 western states are mostly “good to very good.”” West- 
ern Texas, and the southern parts of New Mexico, Arizona 
and California are the only exceptions. Livestock are gen- 
erally in the best condition for several years and have made 


good gains. 


MARKETINGS FROM THE RANGE country probably 
will tend to be late and more bunched than last year as 
a result. Iowa farmers with grass cattle should either 
sell ahead of the heavy west movement, or wait and sell 
late after the big bulk of the western movement is over. 


COLD STORAGE holdings of beef and pork are below last 
year. But holdings of poultry are up sharply. Heavy holdings 
of turkeys have hung over the market to compete with the 
increased number of early-hatched birds. 


CORN PROSPECTS look good over most of Iowa. But the 
crop is late in the eastern Cornbelt. Too much water is 
their problem. In July, Chicago traders were looking more at 
the Illinois and Indiana wet land troubles than Iowa’s good 
prospects. Coupled with the large grain sorghum crop, it 
looks like cheap feed at harvest this fall. Government deci- 
sion whether or not to set a loan on non-compliance corn 
will be the chief force in setting the exact level. 


IOWA’S CROPS still are vulnerable to hot dry 
weather. But climatologists say that chances are against 
this. Once a weather pattern is definitely established, as 
is the movement of moist southern air north this year, 
it usually takes a new crop season to establish a different 
one. 


BIG QUESTION ON SOYBEANS IS: How many acres 
were planted to beans? Much of the crop was planted late in 
southern Illinois. Condition of the crop varies widely over 
the country.
